THE WELLINGTON LOCK-OUT. 

A Committee oi Wellington Miners Interview 
Mr. Dunsmulr— Full Report of tho 
Conversation. 

Tho following is tliu conclusion of tlio in- 
terview botwoon the miners' committuu 
and Hun. Mr. Diinsmuir : 

Mr. Spencer— Well, the men wanted to 
know what position tho committee stood 
in, becanao Lhey understood, if you ro- 
member, I mentioned it .-it the time that 
tho pit committee was to go and aoo the 
biwaes. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — Tho pit committee was 
never mentioned. 1 turned round to Mr. 
Brydeti when 1 received the committee, 
and tho words 1 used to him wore : "You 
tiro always ready to meet rather a commit- 
tee than the general body of men V and 
he said, ''Yes." 

Mr. Bryden — Yea ; because once or 
twice Mr. Dunsmuir spoke of tho whole 
ly of men, and 1 said : "No ; that you 
could never transact business with the 
whole body of men, but thai, you could 
with a committee." 

Mr. Dunsmuir— (To deputation)— But 
I never thought you meant a standing 
committee, such aa you have now. 

Mr. Carter — I believe that is whore 
there has been a misunderstanding be- 
tween tho men and you. I believe tho 
men took it in the wrong light. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— That is the thing. Ho 
far aa my own works aro concerned, 1 
have never had occasion to coino in con- 
tact with then:, but I have read a groat 
deal about, coal works, and 1 have seen 
where these grievance cummitteea have 
been tried, and no man could got 
work or bo discharged without the sanc- 
tion nf the committee. 

Mr. Bryden — That is what it leads to. 
Mr. Dunsmuir Yes ; that is what it 
always leads to. 
Mr. Carter— That's right. 
Mr. Dunsmuir (to Carter) -Have you 
worked there ! 
Mr. Carter— No. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— 1 was going to say that 
while I do not blame any of you four 
men, 1 know where the ailment conies 
from, and, in fact, I know far more than 
you think I do. 

Mr. Carter— Yes, very likely; and 
there's one thing 1 know : strikes do no 
guild wherever they take place. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— I explained to you, at 
the outset, that the rensoil 1 shut down 
the mines, was for your aakes. 

Mr. .Silencer— That committee busino 
is kind of talked over among tho men a 
good deal; and some of them seem to wish 
it. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— I am certain of that. 
Mr. Spencer— A great many of tho Bel- 
gians wish it. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— Poor fellows; they do 
not know the meaning of it. 

Mr. Carter— We have got one of thein 
to interpret it to them, so that we would 
have a right representation both for them 
and tho English-speaking people, so that 
they could know and see and hear every- 
thing that was done with you to-day. We 
thought it best to bring one of them, 
so that he could tell them what you say, 
and what we said to you, so that the'ro 
will be no one making anything between 



thun when thoy wore leaving they would 
he quite ready for use. 

Mr. Bryden— That would cause a groat 
waste of timber, because thoy would run 
12 feet props into 8 or i) feet places. 

Mr. Spencer (?)— I don't know what 
number 4 is now, but I know that num- 
ber 3 is different heights, and they still 
seem to manage to know the lengths, 
where to leave them; t hey seem to get on 
very good. There is pot a bit of trouble 
if the men want props. 

Mr. Moisant — I guess wo have got all 
tho props that's wanted. There was 
somebody who kicked, but ho kicked for 
nothing, 1 guess. They come down and 
arc sunt to the right places, too. 1 sent 
thein myself. 

Mr. Bryden— We wore short at one 
time, about two months ago, for a few 
days, but that was tho only occasion. 

Mr, Spencer — I believe oil the occa- 
sion 1 speak about, thero Was an excuse 
made that Mr. Scott could not got them, 
—that he could not supply them because 
he could nut get, enough men. 

Mr. Bryden — Because they wero not in 
the works. 

Mr. Carter— The miners told Mr. Scott 
that. 

Mr. Bryden—] can tell you partly the 
reason for that. In two months wo ran 
from 30,000 a month up to 60,000. We 
wore able to furnish the ordinary supply 
from tho road, but, you see, tho demand 
increased from 30,000 io o0,000. 

Mr. Carter — I have never soon any 
scarcity in No. 5 as fur as I have been 
there; there were always plenty where ive 
were working. 

Mr, Spencer—- That grievance is solely 
confined to No. 4. 

Mr. Bryden— No. 5 hud the best 
chance, you see, it was the nearest. 

Mr. Carter— Yes, they had tho first 
lick.

Mr. Moisant— The Belgi ans don't want 
to be making any trouble. They would 
like to go to work. 

Mr. Dunsmuir (to Moisant)— They want 
to work ? 

Mr. Moisant — Yes. 

Mr. Dunsmuir -Well, I understand 
that a great many Englishmen, Scotchmen 
and Welshmen want to work, too. 

Mr. Carter — Well, as 1 understand, all 
the men want to work, as far as that is con- 
cerned.

Mr. Bryden— About the props, and 
timbering, generally, that is a thing that 
Mr, Dunsmuir knows nothing about. 
They came to mo, one time, to see about 
getting the props cut the required lengths. 
I did not object to that, for one good rea- 
son, which was, that in taking out tho 
props thoy wero cut, some two or three 
feet more than was wanted; thoy had to 
guess at it, and cut. that off, so that was 
lust. So I agreed to have the props cut 
and placed at the top of the shaft for the 
miners to put their numbers on, and that 
was satisfactory; and now, I believe, some 
of them do not want to do that — to put 
their numbers on, at least, so Mr. Scott 
tells me. 

Mr. Carter— Of courso 1 don't, know 
anything but what I havo heard, but 1 
have heard men say that they havo been 
waiting a week at n time, and couldn't trot 
props. They havo seen the timbers all 
marked and could not get ono, and other 
men marking 20 or 30 over, and had a big 
stock in, and still those men had to go 
without. 

Mr. Bryden— That is the dishonesty 
your fellow -workmen. 

Mr. Spencer— I heliovo I can explain 
tho idea of that. In Nos. 3 anil 5 shafts 
thero is no trouble at all about it. I 
know Mr. Haggart, in every spare minute 
he has got, sends down props and distri- 
butes them all over the mine, and whore- 
over he has a chance. Bui in No. -1, 
whenever they mark thorn, it seems that 
half the time thoy get ones they didn't 
mark themselves, and sometimes they 
never get any at nil, and thoy want it the 
samo way us No. ,'! and No. 5. 

Mr. Bryden— They ngreod to mark 
them, and now they kick against it. 

Mr. Oreonwell— I have novor soon 
any marked. I always take them right 
from tho face. 

Mr. Carter— I never hoard any com- 
plaint in No. 6. 

Mr. Bryden— It is simply a matter of 
getting the men to mark them, so as to 
know where to send them to. 

Mr. Spencer- -Still it seems they could 
not got them sent where they wanted, 
when thoy did mark them. 

Mr, Bryden — That shows you have dis- 
honest men amongst you. 

Mr. Spencer— The pushors put them in. 
Sn, if they >vore to distribute them at 
times, whenever there was a chance, and

Instructions were' also given that no 
miner would receive wages due him until 
he first removed his tools from tho mine 
and handed them over to the store- 
keeper.

INCENDIARISM AT ALBERNI. 

Postmaster McQuillan Arrested on a Charge of 
' •••'"'er Settler's Rouse. 

On tho night of July 1st, 1888, a dwell- 
ing house owned by Air. J. 0. Mollet, of 
Alberni, and situated on ono of his 
pre-emption claims, was destroyed by fire, 
circumstances pointing unmistakably to 
the fact that the fire was the work of an 
incendiary. The provincial government 
was communicated with, and a reward of- 
fered for the discovery of the file bug. 
Before the officers of the law made any 
visible move in tho matter, Mr. Mollet 
discovered that a very strong chain of 
evidence pointed to Mr. Frank McQuil- 
lan, postmaster of Alberni and manager 
of the Barclay S .id Fishing Company, 
as well as agent for Mr. W.P. Sayward, of 
this city, as the guilty party. McQuillan 
on several occasions hail appeared before 
Mr. Mollet, who is a justice of the peace, 
and been lined by him, as well as by Mr. 
R, Pinkerton, a brother justice, for tres- 
pass and assault. A few days ago infor- 
mation was hud by Mr. Mollet, before Geo. A. 
Hull', J. P. of Alberni, charging McQuil- 
lan with thu incendiarism, as well as try- 
ing to employ a man to shoot Mr. Mollet 
and Mr. R. Pinkerton, who has but re- 
cently resigned his official appointment 
as a justice of the peace. A warrant was 
issud for McQuillan's arrest by Mr. Huff, 
and Mr. Mullet proceeded to Nannimo, 
where it was thought he was to be found. 
Hero it was discovered that some error 
had been made in the information, and a 
fresh one was laid before Police Magis- 
trate Planta of Nanaimo, who yesterday 
issued a warrant, which Mas given to pro- 
vincial Officer Miller and Dominion Offi- 
cer Lewis of Victoria to executo at 4:30 
o'clock. McQuillan was known to bo in 
Victoria, and the officers had little diffi- 
culty in locating their man in the Ameri- 
can Hotel, where he was arrested at 5:30 
p.m.

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THE INT RH VIEW. 

Any fair-minded mail who has roatl at 
all carefully thu interview betweon Mr. 
Dunsrnuir and tho minors' deputation 
must bu surprised to find that tho men 
hud so lit tin to complain of. Their grievr 
uncos, such as they are, aro quite incon- 
siderable and certainly not worth making 
a disturbance about. It appears that no 
representation had been niado to tho 
manager of tho niinoa about Lho greater 
number of them. Thu minors are well 
paid and well treated. It will he re- 
marked that the deputation did not com- 
plain of tho general rate of remuneration, 
nor did they say that the men were 
treated harshly or in any respect oppres- 
sively by tho manager or tho bosses. It 
is indeed surprising that tho complaints 
wore so few and so indefinite. Among so 
large a body of men there must bo a few 
chronic grumblers and "kickers," and the 
best tempered and most good-na- 
tured overseers are at times tempted 
to say sharp things and to 
act hastily and harshly. At a general 
clearing up such as there was on Tuesday 
between the miners' representatives and 
their employer, it was to bo ex- 
pected that I here would bo a pretty 
long list of grievances, and that some of 
them would appear at first sight rather 
serious. But this was nut the eaou in this 
instance. There is really nothing in dis- 
pute between Mr. Dunsrnuir and tho 
miners that could not bo easily and ami- 
cably settled in half an hour. It is to bo

of some things that were spoken of as 
grievances. It is evident that in the 
management of works such as the Well- 
ington mines are, every grievance should 
in the first place bo laid before tho resi- 
dent manager. He has power to decide 
what shall and what shall not be done in 
the mines, and it is only when tho men 
are not satisfied with his decision that an 
appeal should bo made to tho proprietor. 
If this courso had bean pursued in the 
present ease there would in all probability 
have betn no cessation of work at the 
niiin s. either from a strike or a lock-out. 
But when the men, passing over the man- 
ager altogether, sent a peremptory mos- 
Siige to Mr. Dunsrnuir to come to Wel- 
lington on Monday tho 7th inst. or they 
would Cease work, they might, if thoy re- 
flected a moment, have seen that tho head 
of the firm could not or would not obey 
such an older. He might as well have 
surrendered his authority at once as to 
recognise the right of the men to 
send him such it mandate. There 
is not a miner in Wellington 
who would have complied with tho request 
of a comrade if couched in such terms as 
t hese : "Come hero and settle, or I'll 

break your — head?" If the man 

addressed was over so friendly ho would 
get angry and bid tho other in tortus that 
would not look very well in print — to go 
further south than Seattle. Yet this was 
just such a message as the miners' meet- 
ing sent to Mr. Dunsrnuir. That that 
gentleman did not send them an uncivil 
answer was because ho was forbearing and 
saw the serious consequences t* tho men 
themselves that would onstio from his 
taking them at their word. Ho had told 
them that if there was another strike at 
the mines, none of thu strikers would ever 
again got a day's employment from him. 
To obey tho men's order, as wo have seen, 
was out of the question, and bo saw that 
if he allowed tho mun to strike there 
would be much Buffering at Wellington 
among miners who could not got away 
from the place. So, in order that he 
might keep his word, and at tho same 
timu save innocent and helpless women 
and children from the trouble that ho saw 
was in store for them, he immediately 
closed the works. It is scon now, when all 
the circumstances are known, that what 
was represented by Mr. Dunsmuir'a 
enemies as an act of tyranny was really 
one of kindness and humanity. lie 
has given the moil timu to think 
of the consequences of the course thoy 
have entered upon, and by tho tone of 
tho deputation it is easy to sue that vory 
many of them are already convinced that, 
they have acted hastily and foolishly and 
without giving due consideration to the 
claims of those who are dependent upon 
them, Many of those men want to go 
to work again, and it is sincerely to bo 
hoped that they will not allow a false 
pride or the tyranny of some of their fel- 
low-workmen to prevent thuni from doing 
what their conscience; and their judgment 
tell them is their duty and to their interest. 



Prom what tho deputation said to Mr. 
Dunsmuir wo aro quito certain that there 
is not a man of sense among Lhe minors 
who bolioves that ho and his fellow-minors 
have a grievance to complain of serious 
enough to justify his loaving his work and 
to expose his family to tho privations thoy 
nust suffer from his being for any length 
if time idle. Wo aro glad to soe that a 
,'ory large proportion of tho men want to 
go work again and wo are quite suro that 
Mr. Dunsrnuir will not place tho least ob- 
stacle in tho way of any well-disposed 
man's earning an honest living in his em- 
ploy. 

The only point that is really in dispute 
between Mr. Dunsrnuir and his men, ia 
his recognition of a standing griovance 
committee. Tho request to recognize this 
committee really amounts to asking Mr. 
Dunsrnuir to give it a share in the man- 
agement of the mines. As ho ia deter- 
mined to manage his own business in his 
own way, he will not permit tho inter- 
ference of any committee. Ho and his 
ottieials aro willing to hear what tho men 
have to say at all times and they are 
ready to remedy what they regard as a 
grievance. But they must be tho -sole 
judges themselves of what is proper to bo 
done. They will not regard as authorita- 
tive tho decision of any committee. Mr. 
Dunsrnuir cheerfully recognizes tho right 
of tho men to bo their own masters in 
their own sphere, and ho is determined to 
be hia own master in hia own department. 
In thia determination to manage hia own 
business without interference Mr. Duns- 
rnuir has thu sympathy and tho approval 
of all men, whether they are employers or 
workmen, who understand tho responsi- 
bility which lho head of a largo concern 
must shoulder and who know tho risks he 
has to run. 



Since tho above was written, we have 
learned, with great regret, that tho men 
at a meeting held yesterday, decided not 
to go to work again. How tho married 
men among them can reconcile it to their 
consciences to throw up their work for 
such trifling causes as were mentioned by 
tho deputation to Mr. Dunsrnuir, is more 
than wo can comprehend.

THE LAW UK THE CASK. 

There are some who may think that we 
have been rather hard on Mayor Grant 
and wdio may believe that bis duty as 
mayor did not require him to keep a sharp 
oyo on tho Treasurer and other officials of 
thu Corporation. Well, for their inform- 
ation wo will quote tho law, which very 
clearly defines the Mayor's duty in the 
premises. Section 10 of tho Act toamend 
the Municipal Acts contains the follow- 
ing passage: 

"The person elected as Mayor or Reeve 
shall be deemed one of the municipal 
council and tho head and chief executive 
officer of tho corporation, and it shall be 
his duty to cause the law for tho improve- 
ment of tho municipality to bo duly ex- 
ecuted and put in force; to inspect the 
conduct of all subordinate officers and, as 
far as may be in his power, U> cause all 
negligence, carelessness and positive viola- 
lion of duty to be prosecuted and punished, 
and to communicate from time to time to 
the Municipal Council all such informa- 
tion, and recommend all such measures as 
. I., una improvement ot the 

nuances, health, security, cleanliness and 
comfort of the municipality." 

Tho reader sees that this law makes it 
incumbent on the Mayor to do exactly 
what Mayor Graut did not do in the case 
of tho defaulting treasurer. He did not 
inspect the conduct of that subordinate 
officer. On tho contrary, ho frowned up- 
on and discouraged those who thought it 
their duty to inspect his conduct. Ho did 
not causu his subordinate's negligence, 
carelessness and violation of duty to be 
prosecuted and punished. The treasurer 
was prosecuted in spite of his strenuous 
opposition and ho was not punished be- 
cause the Mayor, instead of being here to 
have him apprehended, went df on a 
pleasure excursion. The law directs thu 
Mayor to do precisely what Mayor Grant 
did not do. If an official is to be blamed 
for flagrantly disregarding the law of his 
ollico then dous Mayor Grant deserve un- 
qualified condemnation, The reader has 
only to peruse carefully the law we have 
quoted to soe that overy word of our cen- 
sure of Mr. Grant's official conduct is 
more than justified. 

MR. GRANT'S TACTICS. 

It may bo very convenient for Mayor 
Grant to lay the blame of bis vacillation 
at the door of Tub Colonist. There are 
some people who tiro never tit a loss for 
an excuse for what they do, however 
childish find inconsistent thoy may be. 
Their motto is " A bad excuse is better 
than none at all." Any valid reason that 
ho has for offering himself as n candidate 
wtis just as strong on Saturday as it was 
on Wednesday. The critieisitns on his 
conduct as Mayor were made months ago. 
Neither he nor his newspaper attempted 
a justification. In this they were pru- 
dent. Such disregard of duty and of the 
interests of the citizuiiH as ho was guilty 
of cannot bo justified. Silence was their 
wisest policy, and they were silent except 
to abuse and traduce those who noticed 
and commented upon his scandalous ne- 
glect of duty. Did Mr. Grant expect the 
requisition signed by tho two hundred to 
whitewash him? We, at any rate, wore 
not disposed to look upon it in that light. 
If what the Times grandiloquently alludes 
to as the decision of the "high court of 
public opinion " was needed to transform 
his gross dereliction of duty into its strict 
performance this week, it was needed last 
wuuk quito as much. If thu strictures of 
The Colonist made an appeal to that 
tribunal nocessary the day before 
yesterday they worn of equal force 
on Saturday last. Tho conditions are 
not in the slightest degree changed. 
To say that The Coi.onlstV lightest 
word litis more influence with Mr. Grant 
than the serious request of two hundred 
ratepayers, is a rather singular way of 
showing Mr. Grant's respect for tho 
wishes of his admirers. lint it is impos- 
sible to believe that either the Times or 
Mr. Grant is sincere. It is much more 
likely that after having had time for re- 
flection Mr. Grant repented having rofua-

CITY OP VICTORIA, FOB THE YEAR 
1889. 



Whereas it is provided by law that tho 

nomination for Mayor and Aldermen shall he 
bold on tho second Monday in January of each 
year, from 12 m. lo '-' p. in., and the polliiiK. if 
any, on tho Thursday following from in a. m. to 
p.m.; and it is further provided, that tho 
Hindi Bhttll, in t he month of December in each 
•ar. appoint a Returning Oillcor, and shall also 
tmo the polling places and othonviso arrange 
for the holding of tho coming election; and it is 
further provided, that tho polling, if any, at 
such election shall bo had and taken at such 
place or places as tho Council ahull by By-Law 
appoint; therefore, 

Ho it enacted by tho Council of tho Corpora-

1. Thu nomination of Candidates for tho res- 
pective ofllcoS of Mayor and Aldermen of tho 
City of Victoria, nhall take place tit tho City 
I lull in tho said City, on Monday tho Fourteenth 
day of January, 18811. 

2. In caso a poll shall be demanded at tho 
election of Mayor, the voto of tho electors 
thereon shall bo taken by ballot nt the City 
Hall aforesaid, on Thursday tho Seventeunth 
day of January aforesaid. 

3. In enso a poll shall bo demanded at the 
election of Aldermen for any Ward, tho vote of 
tho electors thereon shall betaken by ballot on 
tho day aforesaid at tho rospeetlvo places fol- 
lowing, that is to say-in Johnson Slreot Ward 
at lho City Hall aforesaid; in Yntes Street 
Ward (it Senator McDonald's building in lias- 
Hon Squaro, and in James Bay Ward at tho 
Hook and Ladder House. 

4. Sections (5, 7, 8 and of the By-Law olted 
as the .Municipal Elections Regulation and 
Ballot Act, 1S7.">, and so much of the schedules 
thereto as aro applicable shall ho read with and 
form part, of this By-Law.

lMmMnms Uns Explosion. 

Brooklyn, Jan. 9, — An explosion of a 
tank of gas at {the Citizen's Gas Co's. 
works, on Smith and Fifth streets, this 
evening, shook tho whole city. The navy 
yard barracks were partially shattered, 
and the ruin caught tiro and were des- 
troyed. 

A Pennsylvania cyclone. 

Reading, Pa., Jan. !). — A cyclone 
struck this city shortly after five o'clock 
this afternoon, demolishing a number of 
buildings, including Grimeshaw & Bros, 
large silk mill. In the latter were up- 
wards of 200 operatives who were burned 
in tho ruing, and many have been killed. 
At 9:30 p. m. about 100 persons 
have been taken out, many of 
whom aro dead. The killed and 
injured will oxceed 160. The storm 
swept down the Lebanon Valley railroad, 
and many barns and other properties are 
reported wrecked. Telegraph wires in 
the track of tho storm are badly mixed 
up, and it is impossible to get details, but 
it is known that great damage has been 
done. At tho hour of 11:30 p.m., the 
number of killed in tho silk mill is esti- 
mated at 75 persons, and it is believed 
that there are still 50 dead bodies buried 
in the wreck.

4 Monstrous Shark That Chewed u Quid 
With Disastrous Results; 

In a short while we, had caught a nice 
mess of small snappers, from ten to twenty 
Inches long, aim were having a real good 
time, writes a correspondent of Harden and 
Stream, Wo had not lished very long, how- 
ever, before a large shark put in an ap- 
pearance and spoiled our sport. We (irst 
knew of his presence by liis greedily snap- 
ping off the flsh from one of my neighbors' 
lines, huvinu followed it up from the bottom. 
Ho executed this performance several t hues, 
Mid then the snappers stopped biting en- 
tirely. Not oven a nibble could we got, so wo 
hauled in our lilies and commenced to pay 
attention to the shark, ilo was u monstrous 
follow, about fifteen feet long, and he kept 
Bwimmlug round and round tho vessel, 
sometimes on top the water aiid sometimes 
away down deep below us, hut always at a 
respectful distance. His reddish brown 
body could be plainly scon through the clear 
transparent green water, and you may bo 
sure ho was tin? cynosure of all eyes. A 
groat many plans for his capture were dis- 
cussed, hut none appeared practicable with- 
in our limited moans. The engineer sug- 
gested that if the shark would give him 
time, ho would forgo a proper hook and 
chain, but as the shark was unable to give 
him a guarantee ho abandoned the project. 

While we were thus talking 1 noticed the 
nativo pilot every now and thou throwing 
overboard one of tho snappers we had so 
recently caught And as Iho current car- 
ried it, a little distance clear of i he vessel 
the shark would gobble it down, ami, in 
fact, the intervals were so regular that Mr. 
Shark seemed impatient when tho regular- 
ity was broken by a little delay. Wo saw 
that our pilot had some ultimate object in 
view, and it drew our attention to him. 1 
had not particularly noticed the man before 
this; more than that ho was a fine-looking, 
dark-skinned man with good 1 
lo, u ui os, out evidently of mixed hi 
ho was born and raised on tho Ci 
laid probably served his pilot's uu| 
■•bin as a lishorman, he know how to 
donl with his inveterate foo, tho shark. 
Anyhow, wo all though! so nnd gtivo hnn 
credit for it, and, although ho did not say 
: inch, he worn about it in a yerj earnest 
manlier. After having thrown over ton 
small fish ho selected another u little 
turgor than the others, and with a stioli of 
wood rammed a roll of chewing tobacco 
nearly as large as a man's hand down into 
its belly and pro. <ed its throat together 
□gain. He held it ready to throw, and as 
I bo shark- came up, anxiously looking for its 
fish, ho tossed it to him, and as it barely 
touched the water the shark tu mod over 
on its back and sucked it In. Tho shark then 
swam off as usual to the side of the vessel, 
and then below us, and was apparently 
rising again in the expectation of another 
lish when tho nicotine commenced iis work. 
His struggles and contortions wore hor- 
rible to behold us he darted here and there 
ill a blind rage and vomiting blood, hut as 
ho swam, or was carried by the current 
away from us, his struggles grew grad- 
ually less, until it ceased altogether. The 
tobacco had killed him.

Native-Horn Americans Who Cling to tin, 
Customs of Their Fullters. 

It, is not generally known, evon by people 
who havo visited America, that there is in 
Pennsylvania, very near the cities i f Phila- 
delphia and New York, a population of 
mora than two million inhabitants which is 
iu many respects strangely iLku what it-* 
rural ancestors were in Germany more than 
I wo centuries ago, Homo years since, says 
the Boston T.ansertiit, there were to bo seen 
iu a shop in Philadelphia several lawbooks 
of Lutheran devotion, in the typo and spell- 
ing of lain, bound in deeply-stumped white 
vellum, with heavy brass clasps. They did 
not look like imitations of old books, they 
seemed to be "the thing itself;" but tho date 
was recent. "They are for the Pennsylva- 
nia Dutch," said the 1 Itsollor. "Thoy 

would not believe Unit I lie Lord would hear 
lliern if they prayed to Him oul of a modern 
book. And those books, us you see llioui, 
have been printed ami bound in that style 
for nearly two hundred years for the Penn- 
sylvania Dutch market, jusl as thoy were 
printed for their ancestors during tho 
Koforraation." 

There is probably no more striking in- 
stance of conservatism to bo found any- 
where in Europo than this; but the spirit 
manifested by the worthy " Dutchmen" is 
carried out by them consistently iu every 
ilnatrelsc. "Follow thy father, oond soii, 
and live as thy father before thee has done," 
.s their golden rule of life. Firstly, they 
always speak among thorns, •Ives a singular 
patois called Pennsylvania Duich, from the 
word Doutsch. "It belongs," says Dr. 
Buusraan, In his edition of the poems of Dr. 
H. llarbaugh, "to tho South Germans 
lialccts," and, while partaking of all, " it is 
most closely allied to the Pfnlziich"- that 
is, to the Rhine Gorman of i ho Palatinate. 
In tho valley of the Susquehanna, and be- 
vond tho Alleghany, it is much mingled 
with English. Further in the west wo liud 
in it traces of Scottish, Irish, Swedish and 
Prcucli If is specially remarkable in its 
having retained groat numbers of old and 
curious Gorman words, such as are now to 
no hoard only in tho remotest places of tho 
Sutherland. Wo find tho influence of tho 
unchangeable English article tho In dor. 
Thus a man will say: "Hon— scherr der 
blind Gaul uf, mor welle uf dor markt 
fahro" — 1. e. : "Ilonry, harness tho blind 
horse; wo will go to market!"

I havo laid my steamer up, 
and am trying to get a charter for one 
that is at Departure Bay, and will give 
my own ship a thousand tons nioro and 
send her to San Francisco, if you do not 
go haok to work. I thought you would 
stavo this off until 1 had asked you to 
send clean coal ; that is, when 1 thought 
it was coming and was preparing for it. 
And if 1 had been going to do anything 
with these committees, 1 would and could 
have sent up word to Mr. Brydon just as 
well as though 1 had come up myself and 
seen you. And I will toll you this : that 
there havo boon n great many remarks 
reach my ears, uttered in not very choice 
language, and which I could, if I chose, 
repeat to you. You may think it strangu 
that 1 know this.

Hart's opera house was 
crowded, but an accident occurred before 
tho rising of tho curtain which threw a 
damper on the audience. A tier of tem- 
porary scats had been erected on both 
sides of tho entrance, and those people 
not having reserved tickets crowded on to 
tho newly-erected seats. The flimsy 
frame work was unable to stand tho strain 
and came down with a crash, throwing the 
occupants in a struggling pile among the 
wreck. Tho police were on hand to pre- 
vent a panic, and to extricate those massed 
on tho Boor, it was found that hut three 
persons had been injured, a middle-aged 
man and two youths. The elder of the 
boys was hurt in tho spine, and the 
younger was bruised, but not seriously. 

1'rlnoii Life. 

A man named Charles .Johnson circu- 
lated on tho streets yesterday printed 
sheets containing an account of the alleg- 
ed ill-treatment of prisoners at the West- 
minster penitentiary. The description is 
well written, and sets forth a system said 
to be carried out by certain prison offici- 
als. Tho statement carries with it its own 
condemnation. No one having any know- 
ledge of prison life at Westminster will 
give tho extreme charges a moment's cre- 
dence. The prisoners are well clothed, 
well fed, comfortably housed, and aro 
perhaps not subjected to as severe dis- 
cipline as their crimes merit. Tho man 
Johnson, who served a throe years' term, 
for obtaining money under false pretenses, 
only remained between the arrival and 
departure of the Sound steamer. 1 1 is ob- 
ject is evidently that of creating a preju- 
dice against the penitentiary officials.

A despatch from Oloucestor, Mass., 
states that several vessels which loft that 
port on experimental voyages after Paci- 
fic coast halibut have returned heavily 
laden, and report a greater success than 
was anticipated. Capt. Sol. Jacobs, who 
took a fleet of vessels out to Tacoma and 
Seattle, reports that they havo been so 
successful that a company has been formed 
in Seattle to take halibut at the uniform 
price of 4o. per pound. The company will 
in turn deliver them in tho Western, 
Middle and Eastern States. Two Glouces- 
ter vessels brought together 12,000 
pounds of fish, which were sold to whole- 
salers at 15 c. a pound. By tho time these 
fish roach the consumer the added profits 
will have made the retail price from 25c. 
r.< 35c pur pound, With an apparently in- 
exhaustible supply for the next 25 years, 
at least, along the Pacific coast, selling to 
tho company at an uniform pricu of 4c. 
per pound throughout tho year, and tak- 
ing into consideration that tho Pacilic is 
free to a groat extent from thoso heron 
gales that play havoc on the Atlantic, it 
looks as though thu halibut business along 
tho New England coast is doomed shortly 
to bo transferred to the North Pacific 
coast.

To the EDITOtt :— Will you kindly 
grant, mo tho use of a small space in your 
columns to put the editor of tho Timet 
right in my action on the School Bill at 
the last session of tho legislature. First, 
let me remind that gentleman that he 
who falsities tho evidence, or withholds an 
essential part for tho purpose of perpetrat- 
ing a wrong, is a very dangerous man in 
the community. Henco, I take it, that it 
was through ignorance, and not design, 
that tho Times misrepresented me in its 
Wednesday's publication. When the bill 
was before tho house for a second read- 
ing, 1 stated that 1 was in favor of certain 
portions of it, but that 1 should 
oppose the 10th clause, which the 
Times should know was the 
clause relating to the manner of 
providing tho ways and means for sup 
port of tho schools in the city municipal 
ity. I had received a communication 
from the school board asking me to usu 
my influence with the government to so 

cure an amendment to the School Act, to 
do away with tho necessity of lirst-class 
Grade A candidates being required 
undergo a certain examination. The bill 
of last session proposed to make the re- 
quired amendment, and bunco 1 felt 
bound to support it thus far. 1 ex- 
plained this to tho Housu most fully be- 
foru voting, and was most positive in as- 
serting that 1 should vote against tho 10th 
clause when it should bo committed. 
Whun the hill reached the committee, 
where, as tho Times knows, the work is 
principally done, I not only spoke 
and voted against thu 10th clause, but 
proposed several amendments in the 
hope of defeating it. 1 thought then, as 
I do now, that it was unfair to tho city, 
and tho Times does me an injustice in its 
criticism by withholding those important 
facts. 1 have a communication from the 
council containing a resolution passed by 
them calling upon mo to work against the 
clause-— Not the Bill. 

True, tho second reading affirms the 
principle of a bill to some extent, hut a 
bill may have a good principle and an 
objectionable one. Would tho Times 
have mo rejuot everything that is brought 
before tho House, good and bad, because, 
perchance, they may be a little mixed; or 
would it not lather that 1 should accept 
tho good and roject tho bad / By tho 
latter principle I have always been guided 
to the bust of my knowledge, and havo 
never attempted to pull tho wool over 
the eyes of thu electors, or to make politi- 
cal capital by assuming a hypocritical po- 
sition on tho second reading of a bill. A 
bill may have a thousand good points and 
one bad one. Would the Times reject tho 
whole thing on account of tho ono bad 
ono, or would it vote for a second reading 
on account of the good it contained and 
dispense with the bad in committee of the 
wholo i 1 think the latter far preferable, 
and that course 1 pursued last session in 
regard to tho School Bill, 'flic Times says: 
"As an honest and consistent man, Mr. 
Duck, at the next session of tho House, 
would havo to stand by tho position of 
hostility to tho city ho last session as- 
sumed. Wo will thus havo him noting, 
speaking and voting in opposition to thu 
council's wishes, and in direct hostility to 
the best interests of the city. " "O, shame; 
where is thy blush I" 1 voted directly in 
accordance wit h tho wisliOH of and as di- 
rected by the council, and instead of ex- 
hibiting hostility to tho beHt interests of 
the city, my wholo efforts were directed 
in its favor, and especially in the School 
Bill. Honest criticism of tho public acts 
of a public man is at all times commend- 
able, but misrepresentation should not bo 
countenanced at any time, and more os- 
peoially when resorted to by the public 
press.

Mr. Spencor— 1 would like to ask you 
what .Mr. Groenwell hasBaid just now. 
Would you allow the men to go back to 
work now, as they were before I 

Mr. Dunsmuir — ] cannot tell you any 
more than 1 did when I shut down the 
works. Go to Mr. Bryden, put down 
your names, and he shall take back tho 
most, of you, anyhow 

Mr. Spencer — And then about that 10 
cents, what answer shall we give them on 
that 1 

Mr. Dunsmuir — 1 gave you that answer 
long ago — a fortnight ago. 

Mr. Carter- And you won't recognize 
the committees ? — because I want to have 
it straight. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— No; do not ask me to 
do so. 

Mr. Carter — 1 am just asking you this 
question. < )f course, we can give you th 
argument, and all that, but 1 want t 
know. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — I do not want to re- 
cognize any pit committees. A commit- 
tee from the general body, if there is any- 
thing serious tho matter, 1 shall always be 
willing to receive ; but not standing com 
mittees, the same as you have inaugU 
rated. Every proprietor has to treat with 
his men at times, upon which occasions I 
would sooner treat with a committee than 
with the body of tho men. If there is 
ever anything that really calls for a meet 
ing with me, 1 shall be glad to treat with 
a committee. 

Mr. Greenwell —I would liko you to say 
that they were all to go back to work 
again. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — Greenwell, if you 
knew what 1 do, you would not ask me. 

Mr. Greenwell—] have soon tho same 
circumstance before. 

Mr. Dunsmuir —If you knew what 1 
did, you would say "No," yourself. You 
know that you are not all brothers and 
cousins up there. Sometimes a man has 
to liu down with a very indifferent bed 
fellow. You know that very well. Do 
not talk of my again employing all of 
thoso men, because I could not do it, 
knowing what 1 know about sonio of 
them. 

Mr. Bryden — Do you think, conscien- 
tiously, that it would bo for tho good of 
tho men, generally, that all hands should 
be allowed to return to work ? 

Mr. Gronwoll— It might niako thorn 
wiser for the future. 

Air. Dunsmuir— No; it is out of thoir 
power to become so. 1 do not want to 
toll you who they aro, but if you know, as 
I said, what I did, you would not ask me. 
It is a great pity that some of them ovor 
got into the camp at all. 

Mr. Spencer — The reason for our ask- 
ing this, and trying to urgo you, is that if 
it was granted it would smooth over a 
great deal of griovanco. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — With all Hub talk it is 
not to-day that I have made up my mind. 
I mado it up before that, I could not do it 
anil if they had just hold on a little longer 
some of thom would not havo been there. 
Yon are all respectable men, horo. I 
know that myself very well. 

Mr. Bryden— I known good many mon 
there, who are opposed to agitators being 
in tho camp. 

Mr. Sponcer — Thoro |aro agitators 
there, but still, at the same time — 

Mr. Dunsmuir — Excuse mo, but I am 
not by that referring to you. 

Mr. Silencer — No; but look horo, Mr. 
Dunsmuir, it is this way: No doubt, you 
have far more experience than 1 havo, but 
if we say, after going back, that tho mon 
can go back to work, but that a cortain 
few will bo loft out, it will create sympa- 
thy for them, and they might not liko to 
go back. 

Mr. DtiuBinuir — You need not say that 
id all. You canjsay: "You can g» to work 
by asking Mr. Brydon." I did not say 
who will bo refusod. 

Mr. Spencor— But still thoy aro not all 
going back. You say you don't want to 
take them all back, and thoro is a crowd 



of men, and thoy won't know which you 
moan. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — I have no nood for you 
all. My sale is gone for a month or six 
weoks. 1 do not say I will nut take moro 
back, at tho end of a fow weoks, because 
then there will bo more work. 

Mr. Sponcer — Supposing thoro was an 
an idle day sometimes, they could mix it 
up among them. 

Mr. Biyden— But thoro would bo more 
troublo if all went back. 

Mr. Silencer — It is this way. Thoro is 
a crowd of men there, and thoy will say: 
"If we go back to work some of us are 
going to bo loft out in the cold, and is it 
right that some of us shall be loft out?" 
That is tho way thoy will look at it. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — But what aro you go- 
ing to do / You cannot stop thoro all 
your days ? 

Mr. Spencer — Of course not; but I want 
to seo tlio thing sottled,and I think if you, 
would allow thi3, it would niako it far 
more satisfactory. 

Mr. Dunsmuil' — What I havo said bo- 
foro, 1 repeat : You would not ask mo to 
re-employ all the men if you knew aa 
much as 1 did. Place anyone of you four 
in my position, and you would not do it 
cither. 

Mr. Brydon — Soino of the mon cannot 
bo re employed in justice to the other 
men, and in justice to the employers. 

Mr. Carter — 1 believe that if wo could 
only come to a settlement for tho men idl 
to go back to the place, that they would 
go back to work to-morrow morning. I 
am afraid there would bo a lot of misgiv- 
if some of the mon has to stop out. 
Mr. Dunsinuir— Bettor now when 1 am 
proparod for it, than in 4 or 5 months' 
time. 1 am bettor prepared for it now, 
than at any other time. 

Mr. Bryden — Some of you know quite 
well that the expression lias beon used: 
Go easy, boys, go oasy till wo got moro 
strength. " 

Mr Spencer— I know men who have 
nge families and it is really hard on them 
and for that reason 1 would liko all to bo 
allowed to go back. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— Did 1 not oxplain to 
you my reasons for shutting down ? 
Mr. Carter — Yes sir, you did. 
Mr. Spencer — And for tho reason 1 
said, is the reason I would like them ull 
to go back. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — I do not suppose 
there will bo many with families that this 
will touch ; although 1 do not know who 
havo families, ami who havo not, myself. 

Mr. Bryden — There is a great many 
with families. 

Mr. Dunsinuir - I do nut suppuso that 
mon with families will bo rofusod; men 
with families are not the worst. You had 
bettor go back and tell them to open tho 
works. There is one thing that I want 
to speak about; 1 soe in tho Courier here, 
that you objected to tho expense of com- 
ing down to seo mo. I spoke of that at 
first. But why atone of thoso meetings 

Mr. Spencor— It is not right to say that 
wu objected to tho expense of coming to 
see you, but we thought you meant, see us 
singly. 

Mr. Carter -That will give you some 
idea of how the men took that despatch 
from you. That is whoro thoro has been 
sonio misunderstanding. 

Mr. Dunsmuir (reading) - "Tho minors 
would have cheerfully sen: a representa- 
tion to Victoria, but they did not not feel 
justified in incurring such expense before 
knowing that Mr. Dunsmuir would moot 
and confer with them." 1 told you that 
1 would meet you ,andcould bo seen atjmy 
ollico, but that is not the particular ques- 
tion : Why did you incur the oxpenso of 
sonding a deputation up to my Union Mines 
at Comox to soo who 1 was working and 
who 1 was not I Answer mo this : What 
business has tho Wellington colliery with 
tho Union or any other colliery / 

Mr. Spencer — 1 can say 1 was not there. 
I don't know how that discussion came 



Mr. Cartor — I never heard of it. 
Mr. Sponcer — I believe it was mentioned, 
but it took placo aftor tho mooting. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — It took place after tho 
mooting. Mr. Brydon gavo you an 
answer Inst night, and I hopo you will go 
to work. I want to say this to you: that 
it is not for you four, or for hundreds 
moro up thero, that those watchmen went 
up to look after the mines. I do not say 
whethor the men 1 alludo to aro working 
in Wellington or not, — but if you know 
what 1 do, you would say nothing about 
my having watchmen up there. 1 suppose 
you know what 1 mean, just aa well as 1 
can toll you 'I Thure aro a groat muny 
idlujuon up there; you aro awaro of that?

Mr. lJuiisiuuir— -There are two men go 
ing up; and you are paying these two 
men. Why could 3'ou not just as well 
have paid two men to come down here as 
to send two men up to seo what 1 was do- 
ing at tho Union collieries? I cannot 
understand such action. You soem to 
have a spite against both places. 

Mr. Spencer—] was not there at the 
timo that was carried, but 1 boliovo it 
came on because some of them hoard that 
Chinamen were working in the mines at 
Coiiiux, and it seems to be the truth. 

Mr. Dunsinuir — It does not matter to 
you if I work Hottentots up there as long 
as I do not send them down to your 
mines — to tho mines in which you aro 
working. What difference is it to you? 
1 should say — nono at all. 1 cannot soo 
that you have anything to do with what 1 
do 7'* miles from you. I cannot tell you 
whether Cinnamon are working in tho 
mine or not, for I havo only boon there 
twice since the mine started. But then I 
look at it that you have no business to 
send and interfere with anything there. 
There seems to be some deeply laid 
scheme amongst a few of you. I do not say 
all, because 1 know very many men would 
not trouble their heads with it; but I 
know that some of them did it. Another 
thing — you talk about the rights of man, 
and last night you appointed a deputation 
to go round and stop the mon from going 
to work. 

Mr. Spencor — To ask them to stop. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — But what business had 
you to go near them at all? It is an inti- 
midation; and 1 think that even up to last 
night you sent down and prevented mon 
from going to work. Not that I care, but 
1 am only mentioning it. In your meet- 
ings you talked about the rights of man. 
The rights of those were that thoy wanted 
to go to work, and you sent a deputation 
to try and stop them. What do you call 
that if that is not interference with legit- 
imate business I If a man wants to go to 
work, why should ho not bo allowed to 

Mr. BryJen — That is just what 1 was 
going to allude to; it is in the letters from 
Thompson. It speaks about the rights of 
froo men. Surely, God gave those mon 
thu right to work if they feel liko it? 

Mr. Spencer — Well, you seo, when thoy 
are doing that, they interfered with tho 
other men. 

Mr. Dunsmuir- Not interfering with 
you at all ; but it. is you who aro interfer- 
ing with them. 

Mr. Spencer — Still, it might be good 
for those men not to go to work ; their 
names will never be forgotten. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — It does not matter to me 
what you might call me. ¥bu might call 
meall the black-legs and black|hoilds that 
you choose, and it would not stop mo 
from going to work, if I wanted to. 

Mr. Bryden — I think every man should 
bo at liberty to work if ho choso. 

Mr. Dunsmuir -And if tho men would 
tako thoir own minds upon it, it would be 
a different thing, but thoy are lod by a 
few. 

Mr. Brydon— I know this morning in- 
ducements woro used, sonio of thorn Bay- 
ing : "Aro you not going to tho mooting 
to-day, boysV" 

Mr. Sponcer — 1 think ono of thoso mon 
who wan asked, and is at work, is the 
man who advocated the shot-gun policy. 
He got up in tho crowd and advocated 
that against any man who would not go 
with tho rest. 

Mr. Dunsmuir —It is no use talking 
about shot-guns. 

Mr. Cartor — That ia tho ono who has 
caused a lot of tho men to bo against him 
moro. 

Mr. Bryden— I have hoard of ono man 
saying bo would invito another ono out 
with a six-shooter. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Dunsmuir— And was it not tulkod 
amongst certain men that you were going 
to rido another ono out on a rail /
